RAILROAD A NECESSITY. 


Donko Franatovich, whose skull was 
fractured bya blowfrom the handle of 
a revolving windlass 
at the granite 
quarry, about 6ix miles above Jackson, 
on Thursday oflast week, died yester- 
day morning. 
Scarcely any hope of 
recovery was entertained from the but- 
set. 
The 
doctor 
removed 
eleven 
pieces of bone 
from the skull. The 
brain matter itself 'was seriously in- 
volved. 
The victim was unconscious 
froma short time after the accident 
untilhe died, although a short period 
of consciousness 
intervened 
after the 
first shock of the accident had passed. 
The left eye was destroyed, 
and the 


forehead 
and cheek bones 
fractured. 
Deceased 
was a brother of A.Franato- 
vich, of the Jackson Marble Works. 
He was engaged in hoisting a granite- 
block weighing over a ton. 
On taking 
the brake 
off the immense 
weight 


caused 
the handle 
to revolve uncon- 
troled, striking him with fatal effect.

Radium, 
the newly discovered 
ele- 


mentary mibstance for whichis claimed 
such wonderful powers in the economy 
of nature and in the world of medicine, 
was exhibited here for the first time 
this week. Itis said to be the rarest 
and 
costliest 
substance 
known 
to 


science. 
It is obtained from pitch 
blende, 
the richest ores surrendering 


not to exceed threo grains to the ton. 
Last Tuesday S. W. Root, of the firm 
of Keniston & Root, of Los Angeles, 
dealers in physicians supplies and sur- 
gical instruments, exhibited to a num- 
ber of persons 
around the National 
hotel a spinthariscope —a small instru- 
ment made expressly for the purpose of 
showiiisr tho emanations 
of radium. 
This littleinstrument 
is charged with 
a particle of radium, so small that 400 
such atoms could be contained on the 
point of a needle, requiring a magnify- 
ing power of 400 diametecs to render 
the same visible to thenaked eye. From 
such an infinitesmal atom nothing can 
be seen in daylight. 
Entering a dark 
room—such as is used by photograph- 
ers —and lo iking through 
the instru- 
ment for a Tow seconds, a halo of light 
becomes 
visible, the light rays ap- 
pearing to have a wavelike motion. 
Itis this po juliarity of sending 
forth 


radiations 
that gives the metal the 
name of radium. 
The light is said to 
be caused by sending forth a stream of 
minute panicles from the metal with 
inconceivable velocity, the light being 
supposed to be the effect of the swift 
motion. 
Notwithstanding this incess- 
ant activity, the radium remains prac- 
tically undiminished in quantity, 
as it 
has 
been calculated 
that millions of 
years would be required 
to make the 
least appreciable difference in bulk or 
weight. 
Radium rays are said to have 
both penetrating and burning qualities; 
hence they can be utilized In surgery 
and medicine for diagnosis and healing. 
The 
X-rays will penetrate 
opaque 


bodies —actually 
lighting 
ud bodies 
that are impervious to ordinary light. 
The heat rays are used for the euro of 
cancer and other diseases. 
Itis forthe 
purpose of introducing the surgical ap- 
pliances inthe use ofradium, as wellas 
ordinary" medical supplies, 
that 
the 
representative of the firm of Keniston 
& Root visited Jackson. 
He claims 
that in Los Angelos many wonderful 
cures have been made with the X-ray 
and radium outfits. 


The settled 
conviction now pre- 


vails that the future development of 
Amador county depends mainly upon 
the construction of a railroad. 
An 


extension of railroad facilities 
from 


lone to the mining belt willhelp im- 
mensely, but even this will not suf- 
fice to open up the resources 
of the 


eastern section. 
In timber, build- 


ing stone, 
marble, 
soapstone 
and 


other products, that section is richly 
endowed. 
In addition 
to 
these 


products, 
cheap 
transportation 


would stimulate the agricultural and 
horticultural 
possibilities 
of that 


region in fruit, wine, potatoes, etc. 
These industries 
would furnish re- 


munerative employment for a large 
number ofsettlers. 
The need 
of a 


railroad in this upper country has 
been keenly emphasized 
by the an- 


nouncement that the Amador Lum- 
ber Company— the only sawmill in 
the eastern half of the county that 
was kept running last year—willnot 
start work the coming season. 
The 


reason for this is that the cost of 
transportation by freight teams is 
too great. 
Besides this, it is next 


to impossible 
to get the lumber 


hauled to the mining towns for the 
price heretofore paid. It has been 
found that there is no profit in the 
business either for the saw mill or 
the teamsters 
that carry the product 


tomarket. 
Several of the teamsters 


have withdrawn from the business, 
so itis found almost impossible to 
get the lumber hauled 
and be able 
to dispose ofitto advantage. 
It is 


reported that a committee 
of com- 


petent railroad men 
will visit the 


upper country soon, to investigate 
its resources from a railroad point 
of view. 
The residents 
along 
the 


route are 
a unit in favor of any 


plan togive them an outlet for their 
native wealth. 
A few years back it 


was not uncommon 
to hear the voice 


of dissent raised 
when a railroad 


project was mooted. 
But this spirit 
i 
3dead;, dead 
for the reason 
that 


the occupation of the woodman is 
disappearing, 
as the timber line is 


pushed too far back to be reached 
withold-fashioned methods of trans- 
portation.

the timber regions in. the higher alti- 
tudes. 
There are fine marble quarries 
and immense bodies of timber in Ama- 
dor county whichonly need transporta- 
tion facilities inorder to give employ- 
ment to a large number ofmen.
